For, 
it what they ſub/titaze be like the remainder, 
*twall be all flat ; If it be raisd ſomewhat a- 
bove that level, the whole will be unlike it ſelf; 
and by the Addition of mew Pieces,

Wherefore, a New 
Verforr is doubtleſs the o»ly Expedient; for, if 
ro imitate the beſt Originals be mean and ſer- 
vile; what is it to draw after the worſt Copies ?

refus'd ſuch words, which having oxce born an 
znnocent Senſe, our Manners have debauch'd) we 
have in order to our deſign for Perſpicurty, 
forboxn to make uſe of any words which may

Text: Which Additions, being moſt juſtifiable | 
in the very 7ext, and Canon of Scripture, cans - 
not be condemned in a Paraphraſe, or Comment; | 


which has the /ame defign of manifeſting the ; 


Syntax, and coordination of the Se»ſe, as the * 
litteral Verſion has of the Words. 

$. 29. The ſame care has been taken to keep 
cloſe to theText,that its own proper vigour benot * 
loit in teo wide a "A as when Spirits | 
are teo much 4uted; Or, as when the Beams 
of the Sun, which have been ſo wnited and con- * 
trated as to Burn, being #00 far releasd, loſe 
heir Fires, and are again diſolvd into Light. 
Vherefore , we have made the Paraphraſe

$. 30. Nor can I ſuſpe&, the Paraphraſe ſhould 
o /eſs from ſuch an Imitation as 2his; for, 
though it be true, that whoever takes his Mea- 
ſures wholy from another Pattern, forfeits his 
Liberty ; and. under that reſtraint, (as under & 
ſtate of Captivity) becomes mean, and ſervile ; 
not daring to exert his ow» Powets beyond the 
bounds preſerib'd him ; and therefore, while he 
thus continues true and faithſu! to the Copy, 
can never aſpire to any thing of his own, great, 
and exceeding ; in conſideration of which, ſpme 
have nobly, and ſucceſsfully adventur'd td 
make Tranſlations Zetter things than they have 
uſually been, and to ſet them above their Origiy 
zals : Yet this bravery cannot be admitted in 
all Caſes : Since, as it would be too raſh and 
daring ; ſo it would be unſuceſ5ful, when the at- 
tempt ſhall be made upon the Pſalms ; or other

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' Hymns, penn'd by immediate Divineluſpiration: 


Where doubtleſs, 'tis not /awf«/ for any one, to, 


take, leave out, or add what they pleaſe ; but 
adhering firmly to the Original (as they would 
do, in copying out Records, or the Deeds, and 
Evidences of their Lands) to tranſcribe the 
whole Truth ; to raze out nothing but the Veil, 
which (as to «s) was drawn before it ; nor to 


add avy thing, but what the »eceſſary Circum- | 


ſtances of the transferring them to other Places, 
and Perſons, will require, and decently admit ; 
remembring always, that our buſineſs is only 
to copy out, and not to Deſign; and that the 
Copy, being taken from an Original that's 
Divine, (whoſe Heights are not like our Heights) 
the aims we take, can never be beneath us ; 
but that perfefly to imitate, is to exceed our 
ſelves ; and that that Fancy, and thoſe Powers 
cannot but move with the greateſt freedom, 
which are limitted by no other Bounds, but

$. 31. What meaſures the Febrews had for 
their Yerſe, is unknown to us; 'and poſlibly 
were they known, ozr words might as i/cam- 
ply with Zhem, as with the Hexameters and 
entameters of the Greeks and Latins. Where- 
fore, in putting the Pſalms into Verſe, we are 
oblig'd only to make choice of ſuch Modes as 
gre moſt conducing to the End we deſign, and 
beſeeming 
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beſeeming the Dignity of the Subjet we treat 
of, TI have therefore rejeted the Verſe of ſeven 
Fect, (ſo frequent in our common Verſion) not 
only as being worn out of fe, and therefore 
as being indecent to us, who have exploded it; 
but alſo as being /o, really in it /e/f. For if the

than thoſe of ſhorter, and axequal lengths ; or 
where the Rhime 1s a/ternare, or of greater 
diſtance; 'Divers of which Modes (as the ſhort 
alternate)! ſeem too light and airy to be Read; 
being (as al Lyriques are)—ſoctanda chordis— 
delign'd exly to be Swng; Nor can think that 
any Perſon, how welt-affected foever to that 
Verſion, did ever make his Addreſſes to God 
(or would believe ſo falſly as to imapgin that it 
were decent to do ſo) in thoſe Forms (other:-

which are left by Sterzbo/d,and Hopkins. Whete- 
as the Verſe of five Feet, or that of four, may 
be folemny repeated by ſpeaking ;. as we 
might inſtance, not only in our Exgtiſh Epick, 
from whence Tragedy borrows its Mode, ſpeak- 
ing in no other than in ſach meaſur dLanguage, 
(the Verſe of five Feet:) But alfo in one of our

way, which is moſt proper for them, by ſinging ; 
(which our Church recommends, though. fhe 
permits them to be ſaid as well as ſung) and that 
after ſome herter manner than 1s: uſual; as the 
deſign'd Variety would be greater; fo would 
our intentions be more anbent, and conſe- 
quently our Devotions more guickned.
